SOME SALADS. 

Lobster Salad: For two large or three 
small lobsters, four hard boiled eggs, butter 
size of an egg, one teaspoonful each of mus¬ 
tard, salt, sugar and Worcestershire sauce, a 
little cayenne pepper, one-half cup vinegar, 
one small head of lettuce. Rub the yellow 
of the egg smooth and mix with the season¬ 
ing, then pour over the lobster and lettuce, 
which should he cut in small pieces. Gar¬ 
nish with rings of the white of the lioih-il 
egg-s. 

Salmon Salad: Take one can of salmon, 
drain, remove the Imnes and skin and with a 
fork break up quite line. If desired add hard 
lioiled eggs, celery or lettnee, after being cut 
(not chopped) in small pieces. Jnst before 
serving pour over a dressing made with one 
egg, one tablespoonful of butter, four table- 
spoonfuls sweet milk, the same of vinegar, a 
little salt, pepper and French-made mustard. 
Cook like custard and let it become perfectly 
cold. 

Summer Salad : Three heads of lettuce, 
ten small radishes, one cucumber, a hunch 
of mustard and cress. Unless these are fresh, 
lay them iu water for an hour or two. Drain 
carefully, cut the lettuce in small pieces, 
slice the radishes and cucumlicrs thinly. 
Arrauge them in a salad liowl with the mus¬ 
tard and cress on the top. Garnish with 
slices of hard lioiled eggs and pour French 
salad dressing under, not over it, just before 
sending to the table. 

Potato Salad: Slice cold lioiled potatoes 
thinly or cut them in dice and pour over 
them a dressing made as follows: Three 
teaspoonfuls each of butter anil cream, one- 
thiril teaspoonful each of salt and white 
pper, one-half cupful of vinegar. Heat 
thoroughly, then add two well-beaten eggs. 

If onion is liked add a little of the juice to 
the dressing. 

Lettuce Salad: Arrange lettuce leaves 
and sliced hartl-boiled eggs in a salad bowl 
and pour over them any salad dressing that 
is liked. 

Lettuce Salad: Two heads of lettuce, two 
liard-hoiled eggs, two teaspoonfuls of butter, 
one-lialf teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of white sugar, one-half teaspoon of prepared 
mustard, one teaspoonful of white pepper, 
four tablespoon fills of vinegar, rub the yolk 
of the eggs to a powder, add sugar, butter, 
pepper, salt and mustard, let it stand five 
minutes, then heat in the vinegar. Cut the 
lettnee with a knife and fork, put into a 
howl and mix in the dressing by tossing with 
a fork. 

Tomato Salad: Peel and slice fully ripe 
tomatoes; let them stand for five minutes to 
drain off the juice; then set them away on 
YVhen served cut up the slices and to 
each pint of tomato allow four tablespoon¬ 
fuls of vinegar, the yolk of one egg, and 
enough salt, pepper and mustard to season 
highly. Stir the dressing lightly through 
the tomatoes and serve very cold. 

Cucumber Salad: Chop finely fresh 
cucumbers, seasoning them with salt, pepper, 
mustard, catsup and vinegar. Another 
simple salad which is always appreciated on 
a warm day is made by mixing finely 
chopped lettuce, pepper-grass and potatoes 
with vinegar, salt and mustard. 

Currant Salad: Any one who has not yet 
made the combination of ripe currants witli 
cold roast lamb will do well to try it for 
breakfast some sultry morning. The cur¬ 
rants should be carefully freed from leaves, 
stems and imperfect fruit, mashed and 
abundantly sugared with powdered sugar 
and kept very cold until wanted for the 
table; they are eaten with the lamb like 
jelly .—Juliet Corson. 

Salad Dressing YVitliout Oil: Beat thor¬ 
oughly together three eggs, one tablespoon¬ 
ful of sugar, one teaspoonful of salt, one- 
tliird teaspoonful of white pepper, one heap¬ 
ing teaspoonful of mustard, butter the size of 
an egg, one scant teaspoonful of corn starch 
and a trace of cayenne pepper. Then add 
one teacupfnl of cold water and lastly one- 
lialf cupful of vinegar. 

Salads should be perfectly 
served to lie at their best.

HOW MUCH CHILDREN SHOULD SLEEP. 


“One cannot begin too soon to form tlie good 
habits of regularity in sleeping hours.”— Dr. 
Louis Starr. 

From birth to the end of the sixth or eighth 
mouth, the infant must sleep from 11 p. m. 
to 5 a. in., aud as many hours during the 
day as nature demands, and the require¬ 
ments of feeding, washing, and dressing 
will permit. 

From eight months to the end of two and 
a half years, a morning nap should lie takeu 
from 12m. to 1.110 or 2 p. in., the child being 
undressed and put to bed. The night’s rest 
must begin at 7 p. m. If a late meal he re¬ 
quired, the child can he taken up about ten 
o’clock, but if past the age for this, he may 
sleep undisturbed until he awakes of his own 
accord, sometime between (5 nud 8. 

From two and a half to four years, an 
hour’s sleep may or may not he taken in the 
morning, according to the disposition of the 
subject. After the fourth year few children 
will sleep in the day time, they are ready 
for bed by 8 p. m. and should be allowed 
to sleep for ten hours or more. A later 
retiring hour than 9 p. in., ought not to be 
encouraged until after the twelfth or fif¬ 
teenth year .—Annual of the Medical Sciences. 


THE OUTING FOR POOR CITY CHILDREN. 

Is there in the fortnight’s outing for the 
poor anything more than a merely pleasant 
holiday? What good can accrue from tak¬ 
ing a child out of its wretched home, and 
after two weeks of comfort and decent living 
sending it hack to its old surroundings? 
One minister writes: “It will only make the 
child discontented with the surroundings 
where God placed him.” I contend that a 
great gain lias been made, if you can only 
succeed in making the tenement-house 
child thoroughly discontented with his lot. 
There is some hope then of his gettiug out 
of it and rising to a higher plane. The new 
life he sees in the country, the contact with 
good people, not at arm’s length, bnt in 
their homes; not at the dinner, feast., or en¬ 
tertainment given to him while the giver 
stands by and looks down to see how he en¬ 
joys it, and remarks on liis forlorn appear¬ 
ance; hut brought into the family and given 
a seat at the table, where, as one lioy wrote 
home, “I can have two pieces of pie if I want, 
and nobody says nothing if I take three 
pieces of cake”; or as a little girl reported, 
where “We have lots to eat, and so much to 
eat that we could not tell you how ranch we 
get to eat.” 

This is quite a different kind of service, 
and has resulted in tlie complete transforma¬ 
tion of many a child. It has gone ltaek to its 
wretchedness, to be sure, but iu hundreds of 
instances about which I have personally 
known it has returned with head and heart 
full of new ways, new ideas of decent living, 
and has successfully taught the shiftless pa¬ 
rents the better way. One little girl talked 
so much of her trip last summer and de¬ 
scribed the country life in such glowing 
terms, that her father came to inquire where 
it was his child went, adding, “I should 
think it was heaven, from the way she talks 
about it.”— Rev. Willard Parsons, in Scrib¬ 
ner’s Magazine. 

BOOKS TO READ IN A HAMMOCK. 

Some people never take hooks in the coun¬ 
try with them. They either feel no need for 
the strength or relaxation they might gain 
from reading, or they rely upon chance for 
tlicir mental pabulum. Few are tlie readers 
who carry with them anything but the light¬ 
est of summer novels—books that can be 
thrown away without regret when finished. 

Perhaps it is too much to ask that any one 
not a student should expend much energy 
in hot weather upon mental improvement. 
Yet it does seem as though something better 
might lie read than the merely ephemeral 
novelette. How many of the rising genera¬ 
tion are really familiar with the novels of 
Scott, of Dickens, of Thackeray, of Cooper, 
of George Eliot, of Miss Mnlock, or with the 
charming long and short stories by our own 
American authors? 

There was a time when the heavy binding 
and high cost of standards rendered them 
undesirable hooks to read in a hammock, hut 
the recent issue of the works of many of the 
best English and American writers in paper 
covers does away with this objection. Good 
books, in good type, on good paper, at a price 
that practically puts them within the reach 
of every one, are to be had on every hand. 

Iu purchasing an outfit for the summer va¬ 
cation the hammock books should no more 
lie overlooked tlinu the hammock itself, but 
let both be of a kind that will stand wear. 
Trashy reading provokes a mental dyspepsia 
akin to the physical Malaise produced by a 
diet of sweetmeats unaccompanied by snb- 
stantials. Such a course of treatment unfits 
either mind or body to do the winter’s work, 
for which strength should he accumulated 
during a summer vacation.— Harper’s Bazar. 

REMARKABLE IMPROVEMENTS IN FIRE-ARMS. 

We should remember that onr Remington 
and Springfield guns are as olisolete as a 
Hint-lock Brown Bess. Possibly no more 
meu will be killed, in proportion to numbers 
engaged, with Lebel rifles than were with 
Brown Besses, hut it will be done differently. 
In the camps in the Sioux country this win¬ 
ter, I was talking to the best shot in the Unit¬ 
ed States army, and we saw a horseman far 
away. He was a speck. I asked him if he 
could hit him. He replied “I could kill him 
sure if he would not run until I got liis range, 
aud if I waited until he came within a known 
range, I could he snre of him.” It was 
perfectly startling. I was once riding with 
a little troop of cavalry, and the otticer anil 
I were talking about shooting. To elucidate 
an idea, lie turned and suddenly dismounted 
three men, telling them to fire five rounds 
apiece at a black object across the canou, 
and to do it quickly. The men dropped on 
the ground, aud {toured fifteen shots into 
the rock or stump, whatever it was, at an 
unknown distance, and they hit it over and 
over ugain. I think it was aliout seven 
hundred yards, and we could see the bullets 
strike in the sand. The frightful possibilities 
of a modern ritie in the hands of experts are 
not too well understood. Add to that the 
thin mist of the smokeless powder and the 
ceaseless crash of the magazine, and then 
think twice about your battalion drills.— 
Frederic Remington , in Harper’s Weekly. 

Our Two Orange States.— Iu the United 
States oranges and lemons are produced only 
in California and Florida. The orange crop 
of the latter is practically out of the way be¬ 
fore that of the former is ready for the mar¬ 
ket. The California orauge is of a slower 
growth than the Florida product and does 
not decay so soon. The orange season in 
California lasts five months, beginning 
Jauuary first, and it will lie prolonged in 
future, as the people are planting Valencia 
oranges, which do not ripen till July. The 
lemon is more sensitive to frost than the 
orange, and it is produced with more diffi¬ 
culty in Florida than in southern California 
for the reason that the former state is more 
subject to frost.— Er-Gov. L. .4. Sheldon, in the 
August Forum.

Watermelon Preserves: Take the rind of 
ripe watermelons, pare off the green skiu, 
cut in pieces an inch square and put on to 
boil in water which has with it one teaspoon¬ 
ful of soda to six pounds of the melon. 
When sufficiently tender to lie easily pierced 
with a broom straw, drain off the water and 
put to cook in a syrup made with a little 
water and one pound of sugar to each pound 
ot the melon. Any kind of seasoning may 
be added, lemons or ginger root lieing ordi¬ 
narily used. Cook until the melou is clear, 
when it should lie skimmed out and the syrup 
boiled until thick before returning to the 
fruit. 

Sweet Pickle from Watermelon Rind: Pre¬ 
pare as for tlie preserves, boil in slightly 
salted water until tender, then make a pickle, 
using three pounds of sugar ami one quart 
of vinegar to seven pounds of the fruit. 
Take one tablespoouful each ot cloves and 
cinnamon, with a little mace, tie them in a 
cloth and add to the pickle. Put the fruit in 
this and cook thoroughly. 

Soft water is better than hard for boiling 
vegetables, as the hard water toughens them. 
When cooking always keep the kettle boil¬ 
ing, then if meat, vegetables or anything you 
may be boiling needs more water, you can 
add it without stopping the boiling process.
